national capital that the way to re- 
duce taxes is to reduce expenditures 
and the way to sell cotton and wheat 
and other commodities abroad is to 
make it possible for foreign countries 
to pay for our exports. The demand 
from business men that taxes be re- 
duced and the outcry of the farmers 
and cotton growers that foreign mar- 
kets be provided has brought out the 
fact that the whole world situation 
is affected by the enormous sums of 
money that must be spent on war- 
making apparatus and personnel. 


From Senator Borah, one of 
the 


leaders of the group of "irreconcil 
ablcs" which has been opposed to anj 
sort of internationalism, comes 
the 


latest proposal for an agreement be 
tween Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States to limit the size of arm 
aments. Simultaneously the assem 
bly of the League of Nations at Gen 
eva takes action recommending to 
various governments the reduction of 
armaments. 


Financiers Take Hand 


Behind the action of the league at 


Geneva is an even more specific sug- 
gestion from the financiers of

•world who met at Brussels recently 
and considered how the world situa- 
tion might be improved and normalcy 
in trade restored.

desirability of conferring at once with 
the several governments 
concerned

den of armaments which, on their ex- 
isting scale, still impose on 'the im- 
poverished people of tho world, sap- 
ping their resources and imperilling 
their recovery from the ravages of 
war. The conference hopes that the 
assembly of the League will take en 
orsetic action to this end."

FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE FARMER 


The final report of the department of 


'agriculture, just issued, shows farm pro- 
duction for the j-ear 1920 at the high wa- 
ter mark. Of our two great grain crops, 
wheat has been exceeded in yield in oiily 
three previous years, while the corn yield 
exceeds the largest on record by 108.- 
000,000 bushels. After taking all ex- 
port sales into consideration, together 
with the amounts sold but not yet cleared. 
the United States still has 120,000.000 
bushels of "wheat available for export to 
July 1st. next, against an average carry- 
over of only 80.000.000 bushels.. 


The total valuation of this year's farm 


crops is placed by the government at S9.- 
148,519,000, compared with a total valu- 
ation in 1919 of $14,087.996.000. In 
other -words the farmers of the country at 
this time stand to take a loss of approx- 
imately $5.000.000.000 in shrinkage of 
values, Which may be said to be their con- 
tribution, to the economic 
readjustment 


now taking place. It is possible that a re- 
action from the present low price levels for 
farm products may take up some of this 
•shrinkage, and the prospect is not alto- 
gether unfavorable. 
In all probability 


one of the first acts of congress will be to 
revise the tariff laws to give American pro- 
ducers increased protection, and to pre- 
serve to them more completely the home 
markets. Furthermore, efforts are now in 
progress to finance the requirements of 
Europe in American products. It is reas- 
onably certain that through either gov- 
ernmental or private banking action Eu- 
rope's buying power will be largely re- 
stored with credit extension. 


It is apparent 
that measures of this 


character should be taken for the relief of 
the American farmer, 
whose continued 


prosperity is fundamental to the prosperi- 
ty of the country as a whole. The losses 
he stands to take are too large: they are 
<mt of proportion to his ability to absorb. 
'Without a doubt the agricultural inter- 
ests of the e<nm.try have suffered from a 
lack of self-protection. In other words the 
farmer does not possess that power over 
marketing and price regulation of his 
products that he oaght to possess, and that 
he can acquire only through more efficient 
organization and cooperation. This is in- 
cidental to the general economic situation. 
•which, is adverse, but it nevertheless is a 
material factor in emphasizing and aug- 
menting the farm loss. 


The country •will hope to see policies of 


the government 
speedily defined which 


will help the farmer through this trying 
period and which "will operate in the end 
for the recovery of at least some of the 
ground he has recently lost. This is not 
only essential to the healthy readjustment 
of the country but to the promotion of 
agriculture generally. 


There is the further fact that the far- 


mer has suffered, this shrinkage without 
corresponding benefit to the consumer, 
which is merely another illustration of the 
need of farm organization, coupled with 
laws stringently regulating speculation, 
and prohibiting short selling. The time 
has come when the country must give more 
serious concern to a constructive aprinil- 
tural policy. 


A SANE PRONOUNCEMENT 


"Worthy of general attention, and espe- 


cially of persons agitating for rigid Sun- 
day observance laws is the report of the 
committee on civic righteousness submit- 
ted to the Baptist ministers' conference in 
Philadelphia: 


With the religious aspects of the T^ord's day 


lawmakers and executives havp nothing whatso- 
ever to do, except to see that citizens are undis- 
turbed in the free exercise of. their lawful right 
to worship God according to their consciences. 
The church is interested in the passage and exe- 
cution of humane and righteous laws on this 
and all other fit subjects for legislation, but can 
never properly Invoke the law to enforco a reli- 
gious obligation, such efforts being wrong In prin- 
dolo and in practice futile. 


This is one of the sanest pronounce- 


ments yet made in connection with the 


"blue Sunday" proposition.. It. states the 
true principle whicli should govern in this 
matter, ami is all the more admirable as 
coming from an ecclesiastical body un- 
questionably in favor of Sunday observ- 
ance. The fathers of the American repub- 
lic completed the freedom they created 
whe.il they provided for religious liberty, 
but the very spirit of their great enact- 
ment would be repudiated if we should not 
take away the freedom of the general pub- 
lic by enforcing even a proper rule of the 
churches. As the above report so pointed- 
ly says, to ''invoke the law to enforce a 
religious obligation" is "wrong in princi- 
ple" and certain to be "futile" in practice. 


GOING SACK TO PEACE BASIS 
The house o1' representatives by unani- 


mous vote has adopted a joint resolution 
repealing most of the war time laws. They 
include among others the Lever food con- 
trol act. Exempted from the repeal are 
the trading with the enemy act. the war 
finance corporation act, and measures deal- 
ing with the issuance of Liberty and Vic- 
tory bonds. The resolution declares that 
"aay act «f congress that by its terms is 
in force «Bly during existence of a state of 
wax and a limited time thereafter shall be 
construed and administered as if the pres- 
ent war terminated on the date when this 
resolution becomes effective." 


The measure is practically identical with 


that passed by congress just before ad- 
journment of the last session and vetoed. 
It is asserted at AVashington that it repre- 
sents one .of the first steps of the Republi- 
can majority to fulfill campaign pledges 
and place the country on a peace basis. 
The laws which this resolution would re- 
peal relate purely to domestic administra- 
tion and to unusual powers conferred upon 
the president. As a matter of fact their 
existence has not during the past year 
had anything to do with delaying peace 
readjustment. 
Practically speaking the 


country has not 
been aware of these 


statutes. They have not been invoked to 
the detriment of business nor in interfer- 
ence with economic reconstruction. Their 
repeal will produce no visible change in 
the country's affairs. The talk that is made 
about the consequences of repeal and re- 
storation of the country to a peace basis is 
mostly just talk. 


It has not been the existence of these 


Jaws that prevented the return of the 
country to a peace basis. Had this been 
so the remedy would have been very sim- 
ple for all congress would have had to do 
was to repeal these statutes and the thing 
was accomplished. The president might 
have vetoed the act because he felt it 
would be inadvisable to deprive the gov- 
ernment of some of the powers as an em- 
ergency precaution but if congress dis- 
agreed with the president it could have 
easily passed a repeal over his veto. All 
of these acts could have been wiped out" 
the day after the armistice was signed had 
congress been so minded or at any time 
since. If there have been any bad results 
from failure to repeal these laws congress 
and congress alone is to blame. The im- 
portance of the repeal now undertaken is 
of paper importance only. 


Thf restoration of this country to a 


peace ha,sis in a real sr-nse means treaty 
conclusion of pence with Germany. Inci- 
dentally it means conclusion of that peace 
in conjunction with the allies. This is the 
only way we can go back to that peace 
which is fundamental to a restoration of 
normal conditions in onr relations, both 
r-ommercial and political, with Europe. The 
laws about to be repealed arc obsolete and 
in disus". Xot until we face our just re- 
sponsibilities growing out of the "World 
war and our participation in it and either 
accept or repudiate them will America go 
back to a peace basis.

Jap Education In Hawaii. 


;By rrmhfle J. IlasUz 


Washington, D. 0. — That Hawaii, 


no less than California, has a Japanese 
problem, is the report brought back 
by DI-. Frank Bunker and other rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau of Educa- 
tion who have been studying condl 
tions there. 


According to the new census figures, 


Japanese make up nearly half of the 
255,000 ot population in Hawaii, and 
In a few years they will be able to 
control the vote of the Islands. This 
would not be such a disturbing propb* 
cy except for the fact that the Japa- 
nese in Hawaii, especially the school 
children, are being pulled two wnya. 
The United States Government is 
there trying to educate them, hoping: 
that those, born 
States Flag: will 


•under the tJnlted 
make 
satisfactory 


American citizens. At th« some time, 
a Japanese influence .is being exerted 
so that the children will not forgot 
to celebrate the Emperor's birthday 
or grow up In ignorance of Japanese 
ways and traditions. 


Foreign language schools, presided 


over by teachers brought from Japan, 
arc set up all over the islands near 
tho territorial public schools. Japa- 
nese parents are urged by Buddhist 
irlests to sent their children to these 
schools, and because tho influence of 
.he priests with the older generation 
s very great, the parents almost al- 
-ays 
comply. 
Twenty 
thousand 


children are enrolled in over 170 Japa- 
nese schools. 


The children, as a rule, do not wish 


.o attend these schools. And no won- 
der. The regular public school opens 
t nine. To attend the foreign language 
school first, therefore, they must rise 
at six 6V even five o'clock. They have 
o walk sometimes five miles, eating 
Breakfast as they go, or leaving it 
iut entirely. At the foreign language 
school they spend an hour or an hour 
and a. half learning the Japanese lan- 
guage—to speak, read, and write it— 
and studying the" history and geog- 
raphy of Japan. Instruction ie given 
n the approved Japanese style, the 
hUdren studying noisily and reciting 
n parrot-like singsong. 


Two Schools Too Much 


Tired already, both in mind and 
lody, the pupils troop over ' to tho 
lublic school at nine o'clock, to sit 
tupidly while an American teacher, 
r one trained In the Hawaiian nor- 
mal school, tries to teach them to 
peak English, and to give them a 
nodern education. 


Even after the public school work 
nds at two o'clock the oriental child 
may not be at liberty. Some of the 
oreign language schools teach the 
Ider children in the morning and the 
oungcr ones after two. Others insist 
n the attendance of all pupils .at 
joth sessions. 
The complaint made universally by 
eachers in the public schools of the 
slanrts is that these children are over- 
axed, and so tired that they cannot 
earn the lessons presented m Eng- 
ish. Many of them ITve in Japanese 
colonies, and speak English only at 
h« public school. Others hear at 
.ome a pidgin English that IB worse 
<ut n. foundation for the language than 


o vocabulary at all. 
] 


One teacher writes: "Here is a 


ample of the English we get from 
__ttle Japanese children of the first 
grade: 'Little Red Riding Hood—oh! 
teeth jrrandmother eat Little Red 


Hood—oh! Grandmother 
big 


eyes see little Red Riding Hood.'" 


Another says, "I have found in my 
xperience in Hawaii that if any school 
work is to suffer it will be the work 


f the American school. The children 
ry enough—their efforts to keep up 
he work of both schools are often 
jitiful btrt the Japanese schoolmaster 
will,see that the work of the Japanese 
chool comes first." 


Dr. Bunker says that If the majori- 


ty of theae orientals were transients 
in Hawaii, and expected to return to 
Japan, thera would be reason in their 
determination to cling to Japanese 
ties. He thinks it natural that those 
orientals whose stay in the Islands la 
to be brief should want thedr children 
taught in the language ot their native 
country, and he advocate* that for 
such familfea prtvat* schools ahonld 
bo permitted. 


But the great majority of OM Japa- 


nese are not transients, tout perma- 
nent residents, and their children ace 
mostly American citizens. These chil- 
dren grow up proud of their stataa aa 
Americana, and this leads some people 
to say that the foreign language 
schools if left alone will die a natural 
death. Dr. Banker doea not agree with 
this belief. 


The Picture Bride 


"Japanese men," h* aaya, "especial- 


ly those of the old school, draw their 
wives from Japan by the picture 
bride system. In 1919 841 of these 
picture brides landed in Hawaii, and 
in the preceding year, over 1,000. So 


g^ as these women come direct from 


Japan there Vffl be a first generation 
of Japanese In Hawaii to teach Ho 
children, born Americans, the customs 
of the Orient. 


"Moreover, the foreign language 


school system will persist until it is 
abolished because fundamentally the 
project is legitimate. While use of the 
English language is growing in Ha- 
waii, and English is becoming neces- 
sary to the Japanese, in the colonies 
of laborers about the sugar planta- 
tions there is also need for the Japa- 
nese tongue. To supply this need was 
the original Intention of the foreign 
language school. There IB not, how 
ever, in an American territory a need 
for American citizens to be taught 
foreign customs, 
Ideals and morals. 


That is the objectionable part of th« 
Japanese school 
in Hawaii. It 
is 


not aggressively anti-American, but it 
Is un-American. It Includes in its les- 
sons on Japanese heroes an occasional 
story about 
George Washington or 


General Grant in the Japanese lan- 
guage. But as one teacher in the 
sublic schools says, 'You cannjot teach 
American ideals in a foreign tongue.'" 


To Abolish Japanese Schools 


Because of this situation, the com- 


mission from the Bureau of Education 
advocates In its report that the foreign 
anguage schools should be abolished, 
and the Japanese language taught in 
:he territorial public schools. A law 
:o thirf effect is to be proposed at the 
session of the Hawaiian legislature 
which convenes in,a few weeks. It is 
relieved that once the legislature takes 
up the matted the schools will bo 
abolished without strong opposition. 


The commission suggests that the 


Tapanese language class should come 
at the end of the school day, and be 
open only to those pupils who make 
satisfactory progress in their Bother 
studies. Once this plan is put into ; 
effect, and the influence of Japanese 
priests who collect pupils for the for- 
eign language schools is removed, it is 
thought that the demand for instruc- 
;ion in Japanese win fall off rapidly. 
This prediction is based on the fact 
that at the Mid-Paciflc Institute of 
fJonorulu, where orientals are chiefly 
enrolled, not 10 per cent of the Japa- 
nese pupils have elected to study their j 
native tongue, 
though 
courses in 


Tapanese are offerefl to all pupils from 
the first grade through high school, j 
Obviously, th« younger generation in 
Elawali is not greatly interested in re- 
taining a hyphenated citizenship, an*1 
needs only encouragement from 
tfc 


territorial government to break aw? ' 
permanently from the ties of its F 
cestors.

Madison, WIs.—Three hundred cases 


of smallpox were reported to the state 
bureau in 
the first 13 days of De- 


cember, which is far above the normal 
number for this month. Commenting 
on the situation today, the state board 
of health says: 
"*• 


" 'Order Vaccination to Stop Small- 


pox' is a newspaper headline which is 
appearing with 
disconcerting fre- 


quency in Wisconsin. Upon reading 
the articles so headed one learns that 
vaccination has been resorted to after 
smallpox has become widespread. Just 
why so remarkable a preventive as 
vaccination should be neglected until 
an entire community is infected with 
a loathsome disease is a matter which 
continues to puzzle the state board of 
t'calth. Seemingly It requires a larg« 
number of fatalities, 
such as accom- 


pany influenza 
and tuberculosis, to 


create a reactionary fear of disease. 


"It is true that smallpox is now at- 


tended by 
few fatalities. 
Probably 


this accounts for the all too frequent 
expression, 'I wouid rather have small 
post than be vaccinated.* Needless to 
say, many of those who take this posi 
tion are afflicted 
with the disease 


There are other phases to the preva 
lence of smallpox, however, than the 
occasional death caused by the mala 
dy. Aside from the actual suffering 
experienced by thousands 
of usefu' 


citizens each year there is the greal 
inconven'enoe caused many additiona] 
persons through quarantine.- The at- 
tendant economic loss to a community 
and particularly to individuals through 
these causes is manifestly difficult of 
accurate measurement, but neverthe 
lr>ss tangible and considerable in the 
Tirgrregate.
